Had Recently Been Bought 


by Aeronautic Society 


MEMBER WAS PRACTICING 


Student of Aviation Swooped Down to 


Earth With Machine Because He Sat 
Rigidly While Making Curves—Suc- 


cessful Flights Made by Others Just 


Previous to Accident—Week's Re- 
pairs Necessary 


New York, July 19.—A novice at 


flying, Alexander Williams, sitting 
like a wooden,man, went up Sunday 
in Glenn H. Curtiss' aeroplane, hov- 
ered a 
moment in mid-air, 
then 


crashed to earth.,; The beautiful craft 
in which Curtiss'made a'remarkable 
flight of about thirty miles Saturday 
was badly wrecked and Williams was 
lifted unconscious from the twisted 
frame, his. ieff .arm broken, his.left 
thumb dislocated, his body, bruised 
and' his brain reeling. 
His injuries, 


.however, are"not serious. 


The accident qcqiirred on Hemp- 


stead Plains, L.' I,:; Where Curtiss 
has been giving demonstrations for 
the New York Aeronautical society, to 
which he recently sold his aeroplane. 
Williams Is/a member of the society. 
It^vas his first attempt to fly. When 
the machine- had attained a height of 
thirty feet the craft careened sharply 
to Uie right',1 swooped 
toward the' 


earth and, striking on 
end, 
turned 


nearly over. 
Williams "remained in 


his seat until fitted out. He -was 
.delirious and muttered that someone 
had collided with.him in the air. 
A 


physician was on the Held with an 
automobile and he gave Williams Im- 
mediate medical attention and took 
him to a hospital. ' 


Williams' attempted night had fol- 


lowed a successful 'short one made by 
Edward F. Willardr also a member 
of the Aeronautic society. It was also 
Ills-first experience In an aeroplane. 
Curtiss himself also made a beautiful 
flight, of nearly eight minutes Just 
previous to the accident, ascending at 
one time for more than a hundred 
feet, then shooting swiftly downward 
until only thirty feet above the earth. 
The .witnesses of this bird-like drop, 


. among them A. M. Herring, himself 
an ueroplaulst of note, say that it was 
very spectacular.' 
' 


Curtiss, in explaining Williams' ac- 


cident, said that the novice sat ap- 
parently motionless, falling to move 
his,body slightly, as was necessary in 
making the curves as he soared up to 
a Height of thirty-feet. 
The descent 


was not rap(d, but the Impact was 
sufficient to shatter a number of ribs, 
break both the left and right wing 
tips and.the front control. 
When It 


reeled over the engine continued to 
work and the propeller was "shattered 
as it s.truok. the ground.

work at least will hg required to patch 
up the flyer. .

ted States a sufficient lumber supply for many generations, and an 
almost steady rise in the price of lumber in recent years, have com- 
pelled the farmer, a large consumer of lumber, to adopt » substitute, 
and Hie Increased consumption of cement and concrete on the farm 
has opened a great field of trade to the cement industry. Cement and 
concrete have manifold uses on the farm, and once a concrete farm 
building, foundation, tank or cement feed yard is installed ou the 
farm, it is there to stay. Expenses of maintenance is practically noth- 


ing, 
and therefore the use of cement on the farm means economy to 


the farmer. Cement is replacing lumber at a cost within the reach 
of every farmer. 


In using cement and concrete cheapness has been a strong point 


in its favor. Cheapness of construction is a point which every one 
who huilds must consider, and in the use of concrete as against lumbpr 
the former, because of Its lasting qualities, is Invariably the cheaper. 
In many uses on the farm lumber is short lived, where concrete will 
endure for years.. Like wine, it becomes better with age, and the 
very dampness which destroys lumber increases the durability of ce- 
ment by making it harder and harder, until it can only be destroyed 
by the use of a high explosive.

Lumber, on the oth- 
er hand, has been advancing In cost for years, and as the forests 
diminish must necessarily go still higher unless Its use is lessened by 
the adoption of cement as a substitute. 


The progressive farmer who will make a study of cement and Its 


uses, learning thoroughly tile principles of concrete manufacture 
and applying his knowledge in improving his farm by 1U use, will 
have a farm of which he will he justly proud and Its improvement 
will have been accomplished nt a cost which will indeed prove cheap 
in the end.
